For the Home Garden 


Replant the ground devoted to rad­ 
ishes and lettuce, Is the suggestion of 
the gardening and canning committee. 
Kansas Council of Defense. 
In harvesting these crops plan to se­ 
cure open spaces for other and longer 
season crops. 
Beans, cabbage, toma­ 
toes and sweet corn are some of the 
vegetables that may be used. A much 
larger space is occupied by radishes 
and lettuce In the average garden than 
the value of these crops warrants. 
Botk vegetables are low in food con­ 
tent and are used mostly as a relish 
in early spring and summer. 
As soon as radishes become pithy 
and lettuce too tough for use vegeta­ 
bles of greater food value which may 
bo canned or stored for winter use 
should occupy the space. 
If more 
radishes and lettuce have been planted 
than can profitably be used other vege­ 
tables should be started between the 
rows at once. 
Tomato and cabbage plants set at 
regular intervals in radish or lettuce 
rows will do splendidly without great­ 
ly reducing the yield of the early vege­ 
tables. The radishes and lettuce will 
be ready for pulling before the tomato 
and cabbage plants have reached suffi­ 
cient size to need the entire space.

place 


Uttte Prospect of Peace 
We hear much of the desire of 
the warring nations for peace, es­ 
pecially Germany and Austria, and 
nothing could give the people of this 
country greater Satisfaction. 
But 
a glance at conditions as they are 
will convince the most 
optimistic 
that peace is still a long way off. 
In the first place, the map of Eur­ 
ope and other parts of the world has 
been much changed since this war 
began. 
While Germany has lost her 
colonial possessions, she has occu­ 
pied other territory which, in event 
she can hold it, will doubtless mean 
more to her than that which she has 
lost. 
Great Britain will 
scarcely 
consent to relinquish the 
German 
territory she has conquered, nor will 
France make peace without 'a resto­ 
ration by Germany of Alsace-Lor-- 
raine. 
Japan has 'Kia-Chau, taken 
from Germany, and German armies 
are overrunning large 
portions of 
Russian territory. 
Again, there has been no intima­ 
tion that either the Central or en­ 
tente powers would agree to a peace 
without indemnity. 
And the matter 
of indemnity is a mountain of diffi-* 
culty in the way of peace negoti­ 
ations. Billions have been spent by 
each side, 'and the best blood of all 
the nations has* been spilled. 
That 
each would contend f-or indemnity 
unless conquered outright there can 
he no shadow of doubt. That neith­ 
er would even think of granting in­ 
demnity there can also be no doubt. 
With this state of affairs prevail­ 
ing, and with the greatest bitterness 
and hatred existing that the worldV 
has ever experienced, it 
looks as 
though the only hope for peace is a 
clean victory for bne side or the oth- 


on the horizon. 
Paris has the word 
of the Prefect of the Department of 
the Seine that the great metropolis 
will not feel 
the 
pinch 
of either 
hunger or cold during the coming 
winter. This official announces that 
the coal supply is assured and that 
food supplies will be plentiful. 
The 
conditions which caused Parisians 
to stand in line before food empor 
iums and coal yards will be fore­ 
stalled he declares and thereby em­ 
phasizing 
that 
France is suffering 
no great amount of worry over the 
ravages of German submarines. 
Another piece of good news eman

Will It Be With Germany Powerless 
Germany 


As the War enters its fourth year, the German Emperor proclaims that the thoughts 
of the German people “ stand resolute in the determination to prosecute this righteous war 
of defense to a successful termination,” and tells his soldiers “ we are invincible.

be victorious. 
The Lord God will be with us.” 
But while the thunder of British guns in

making soups, or tried out for the 
fa t they contain, the price per pound 
charged on the bill does not tell the 
real cost of the edible 
m eat. 
Of 
course, the waste varies in different 
cuts. 
“ Nutrition experts at the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois have made a study of 
this 
problem. 
The 
results 
they 
found are of real interest to house­ 
wives and especially to those who 
are interested in getting as much 
food for their money as is posible. 
The ex'perts found th at round steak 
was the least w asteful meat.

There are four types of canning out 
fits suitable for home use, according 
to the home economics specialists of 
the New York College of Agriculture, 
who are urging every housewife to pre­ 
serve some of summer’s bounty against 
winter’s wants. 
A homemade hot water canner may 
be made out of a tin bucket or a 
clothes boiler or any utensil deep 
enough to allow cans to be covered by 
an inch of boiling water. 
A rack or 
false bottom is necessary to keep cans 
off the bottom of the container and In­ 
sure free circulation of the boiling wa- 
ter. A tight fitting cover will help re­ 
tain heat and save fuel. The commer­ 
cial hot water outfits will hold more 
cans at one time, and they have per­ 
forated racks with handles, which are 
a help in handling the cans. 
Some 
commercial canners have a fire box, so 
they can be used out of doors. 
Steam cookers are light, easily han­ 
dled and fit the stove better than the 
boiler types. 
They can be used for 
ordinary cooking as well as for can­ 
ning. 
Water seal canning outfits are so 
made that a so called seal of water 
holds the cover down and creates a 
slight stegm pressure 'in the space 
above the cans. 
This pressure in 
creases 
the temperature somewhat 
above that of boiling water. 
The steam pressure canners are de­ 
signed to increase temperatures much 
above the boiling point by bolding the 
cans under considerable pressure. Five 
to fifteen pounds pressure is possi­ 
ble in a number of portable steam 
pressure canners made for household 
use. 
Steam pressure canners save la­ 
bor, time and heat because they short­ 
en the time required for complete ster­ 
ilization.

ting socks,” Barnard said. 


“There is no doubt at all as to the 
value of .kitchen thrift. 
The difficul­ 
ty comes with bringing home to the 
cook herself the vitally 
important 
part she is playing in putting the ex­ 
cellent suggestions 
showered upon 
ter into practice. 
“But we know now that the crops 
our fields are growing must suffice 
not only for our own needs and the 
heavy demands of the boys whom we 
are sending 3,000 miles to the tren­ 
ches, but perhaps the most impor­ 
tant task ahead of'us i.4 feeding the 
armies of our allies in the field and 
the civilian 
population in France, 
Belgium and England. And so every 
pound of food we save from wastage 
is ammunition that will do its part in 
bringing the war quickly to an end. 
It does matter where the savings are 
made. 
The little economies of the 
working man’s wife, who is already 
at her wits end to feed her family, 
and the large savings in the house-* 
hold of the millionaire are both need­ 
ed. 
No doubt the housewife who 
puts on her gingham apron and goes

To fill up the constant losses in her 
fighting ranks, amounting to hun­ 
dreds of thousands monthly, only 
two sources remain from which she 
can 
draw her boy soldiers 
of the

The products must be protected 
:rom the outside moisture and will 
ceep best in a cool, dry, well-venti- 
ated place, 
in humid regions air 
ight containers should be used. 
If you pack just enough 
for a 


necessary to open a container the 
contents of which cannot be con­ 
sumed in a s-hort time. 
If a paper bag is used the upper 
part should be twisted into a neck, 
bent over a«d tied tightly with twine. 
You might also paint it with a brush 
dipped 
in 
melted 
parrafin.

might take an added precaution by 
putting the bags in a tin container 
with a tight fitting cover, such as a 
lard can or pail. 
Laibel all bags to 
show what they contain. 
If fruits or vegetables are packed 
in tight containers immediately upon 
being thoroughly dried they will re­ 
main just as brittle as when taken 
from the drier. 
If not dried thor­ 
oughly they will soon mold. To pre­ 
vent this the material should be ex­ 
amined within 24 hours after pack­ 
ing and if it appears moist it must be 
dried further.

ENGLISH MINISTER QUITS 


Arthur Henderson Who Was Active 
Labor Member Resigns. 


Columbus, 0., Aug. 1 1 —Profiting 
by the experience of the allied armies 
in Europe, American troops will not 
suffer 
from 
lack 
of 
specialists 
in mechanical adjustment to repair 
the cripples and nervous wrecks pro­ 
duced by the thousands in this mod­ 
ern war. The American Osteopathic 
Association at its annual convention 
which is in session 
here all 
this 
week, perfected arrangements 
for 
an t adequate supply of osteopathic 
physicians and surgeons for the Un- 
ited States arm yand navy, and of­ 
fered them to the government. A bill 
has been 
introduced in 
Congress 
providing for this service, and oste­ 
opathic patients all over the country 
are writing the war department in­ 
sisting that their sons in the service 
be attended by practitioners of the 
school of practice to which they are 
accustomed. 
The first announcement of a cure 
for the so-called “incurable” form 
of deafness, nerve deafness, was the 
most important event of the conven­ 
tion, aside from the war 
prepar­ 
ations. 
Dr. John Deason of Chica­ 
go who for years was the director of 
the Osteopathic Research Institute, 
is the discoverer. 
He reported ox 
500 cases which had been absolutely 
differentiated 
from 
the 
curable 
forms of deafness. 
lie claims that 
he gets results in 90 per cent of 
these cases, which all authorities as­ 
sert are absolutely incurable. 
The 
method includes osteopathic adjust­ 
ment, irrigation of the 
nose with 
four gallons of warm antiseptic so­ 
lution and the removal of all adhe­ 
sions from the throat by osteopathic 
“finger surgery.” 
The universal belief that most di­ 
sease is caused by bad 
teeth and 
tonsils and that it is cured exclu­ 
sively by their removal, was upset 
by Dr. George J. Conley, a genera 
surgeon*'of Kansas City, who insist­ 
ed that these things did not cause 
disease until some locality was suffi­ 
ciently lowered in resistance so that 
it could 
not 
defend itself.

principal thing which lowers this re­ 
sistance is some sort of displace­ 
ment or pressure interference which 
may be discovered by the osteopath 
and removed by osteopathic adjust­ 
ment.

For the Home Garden 


Replant the ground devoted to rad- 


ishes and lettuce, Is the suggestion of 
the gardening and canning committee, 
Kansas.Council of Defense. 


Ii harvesting these crops plan to se- 


cure open spaces for other and longer 
season crops. Beans, cabbage, toma- 
toes and sweet corn are some of the 
vegetables that may be used. A much 
larger space is occupied by radishes 
and lettuce In the average garden than 
the value of these crops warrants. 
Both vegetables are low in food con- 
tent and are used mostly as a relish 
in early spring and summer. 


As soon as radishes become pithy 


and letttico too tough for use vegeta- 
bles of greater food value which may 
bo cauued or stored for winter' use 
should occupy the space. 
If more 


radishes and lettuce have been planted 
than can profitably be used other vege- 
tables should be started between the 
rows at once. 


Tomato and cabbage plants set at 


regular Intervals In radish or lettuce 
rows will do splendidly without great- 
ly,reducing the yield of the early vege- 
tables. The radishes and lettuce will 
be ready for pulling before the tomato 
and 'cabbage plants have reached sum-

war work. War work will remain 
'Voluntary in France. 


The dark economic eloud accom-

shortage of 1916-17 has also been 
shunted to an inconspicuous place 
on the horizon. Paris bas the word 
of the Prefect of the Department of 
the Seine that the great metropolis 
will not feel

hunger or cold during the coming 
winter. This official announces that 
the -coal supply is assured and that 
fotod supplies will be plentiful. 
The 


conditions which caused Parisians 
to stand in line before food empor- 
iums and coal yards will be fore- 
stalled he declares and thereby em- 
phasizing that France is suffering 
no great amount of worry over the 
ravages of German submarines. 


Another piece of good news eman- 


ates today from the Ministry of 
Commerce to the effect that Paris- 
ians will soon be supplied with 
"National Footgear" and "National 
Cloth" for clothing. This promises 
to be a real boon for modest purses 
as shoe leather has finally aviated 
to prohibitive prices.

tente powers 'would agree to a peace 
without indemnity. And the matter,' 
of indemnity is a mountain of diffi-- 
culty in the way of peace negoti- 
ations. (Billions have been spent by 
each side, and the best blood of all. 
the nations hasi been spilled. That 
each would contend for indemnity 
unless conquered outright there can 
be no shadow of doubt.

As the War enters its fourth year, the Gentian -Emperor proclaims that the thoughts 


of the German people "stand resolute in the determination to prosecute this righteous war 
of defense to a successful termination," and tells his soldiers "we are invincible. ' We shall 
be vicarious. The Lord God will be with us." But while the -thunder of British guns in 
Flanders and the shout of advancing German regiments in Russia seem to be the loud 
echoes of these confident assertions, representatives of both sides were at the same time 
contributing to a symposium of peace. Mr. Balfour declares that Germany must be 
"either powerless or free" before peace can come.

Various Types of Home 


Canning Equipment 


There are four types of canning out- 


fits suitable for home use, according 
to the home economics specialists of 
the New York College of Agriculture, 
who are urging every housewife to pre- 
serve some of summer's bounty against 
winter's wants. 


A homeniade hot water canner may 


be made out of a tin bucket or a 
clothes boiler or any utensil deep 
enough to allow cans to be covered by 
an inch of boiling water. A rack or 
false bottom Is necessary to keep cans 
off the bottom of the container and In- 
sure free circulation of the boiling wa- 
ter. A tight fitting cover will help re- 
tain heat ami save fuel. The commer- 
cial hot water outfits will hold more 
cans at one time, and they have per- 
forated racks with handles, which are 
a help in handling the cans. Some 
commercial canners have a fire boi, so 
they can be used out of doors. 


Steam cookers are light, easily han- 


dled and fit the stove better than the 
boiler types. They can be used for 
ordinary cooking as well as for can- 
ning.
